| THE STRICTEST SEARCH FAILS TO RE- 


VEAL THE SLIGHTEST CLEW. 


Officers Drag the Lake from Pearson Street 
to North Avenue Without Result—The 
Family of the Missing Man Fear the 
Worst—Discovery of a Note in Mr. 
Campbell’s Handwriting Telling Where 
His Will May Be Found. 


No trace has yet oeen found of Benjamih H. 
Campbell, the missing millionaire, and his 
family and the police are as much in the 
dark as ever as to his whereabouts, It is 
feared by the family that while suffering from 
delirium produced by his recent illness Mr. 
Campbell may have wandered into the lake. 
In consequence of this fear all day yesterday 
a dozen officers under Inspector Hubbard and 
Capt. Koch of the East Chicago Avenue 
Station were busy dragging the lake 
from Pearson street to North avenue. 
They worked steadily’ from early in 
the morning until stopped by dark- 
ness, but found no trace of the missing man. 
Besides the policemen men from the life-sav- 
ing station worked for hours pulling drags up 
and down the bed of the lake. They found 
nothing, and after a long search were ordered 
back to their station. 

The rumor that the family would pay a 
large reward for the body induced boatmen 
by the score to take up the search, and all the 
afternoon the lake was covered with men pull- 
ing about in small skiffs. Some of them had 
the customary drags, while others, working in 
two boats, simply had a long rope heavily 
weighted in the middle which they dragged 
through the water between their boats. Both 
Inspector Hubbard and Capt. Koch spent most 
of the day on the lake shore superintending 
the work of the officers. 

But the search for Mr. Campbell was not 
confined to the lake. Other officers were de- 
tailed to search the hospitais and the parks in 
the hope of finding the missing man. It 1s 
thought by some that when Mr. Campbell left 
his home he was suffering so severely as to be 
out of his mind and that while in this condi- 
tion he may have wandered aimlessly about 
until, finally, thoroughly exhausted, he became 
unconscious, and is at the present time either 
lying exposed to the open air or has been picked 
up by some passer-by and taken to some 
hospital. This theory is not regarded as 
tenable by the majority of the police and they 
are induced to think that the missing man wan- 
ered into the lake and was drowned. Had he 
gone directly from his home to the lake-front 
he would have reached it near the southeast 
end of the sea wall. In that vicinity the 
water is but two or three feet deep, but had he 
leaped into it from the sea wall he would have 
perished as it would have been impossible for 
him to have climbed back, and he would have 
soon been so chilled by the cold water as to be 
entirely helpless. The members of his family 
are still endeavoring to hope, ‘but the fact 
that Mr. Campbell has been missing for two 
days without the slightest trace of his where- 
abouts being found has almost forced them to 
believe the worst. ‘ 

When Mr. Campbell’s disappearance was 
first discovered early Friday morning a 
search was made through the house for him. 
His overcoat and hat were found, but his 
trousers, dressing-gown, and house-cap were 
missing, and it is consequently thought that 
he must have worn them when he left home. 
No man dressed in this style or answering Mr. 
Campbell’s description in other ways has been 
found by the police or is now at any of the 
hospitals. In the search through the homie of 
the missing man at No. 362 Dearborn. avenue 


a brief note was found in Mr. Campbells 
stating in afew words where his 


will and other valuable papers could be found. 

One of the sons of the missing man went to 
army headquarters yesterday and asked Gen. 
Williams to telegraph to Mr. Campbell’s eld- 
est son, Courtney, who is the owner of a large 
ranch near Fort Custer, telling him the news 
of his father’s disappearance. This was done 
and the message was sent from the fort to the 
ranch by a courier. In a short time an answer 
was received stating that Courtney Campbell 
left the ranch Tuesday last in considerable 
haste, saying that he was going to Chicago. 
He left no word as to his business and no one 
on the ranch knew the purpose of his hurried 
trip. It is expected that he will reach this city 
either today or tomorrow. 

Mr. Campbell was down-town Thanksgiv- 
ing-Day and seemed in very good spirits. He 
spent some time in the Grand Pacific Hotel 
looking for a friend, but failed to meet him. 
While waiting in the lobby he was seen by 
Col. A. C. Babeock and the two chatted to- 
gether for a few minutes, Mr. Campbell finally 
leaving the hotel by the La Salle street en- 
trance saying that he was going to take a car 
for home. While seemingly in the best of 
spirits he was suffering from nervous trouble, 
the result of a recent sickness, and it is thought 
that this may have led to mental trouble and 
caused his suicide. 

A Reward of $500 Offered. 

Late last evening Mr. A. S. Campbell de- 
cided to offer a reward of $500 for information 
concerning his father. The offer is couched in 
the following terms: 

Reward: Five hundred dollars will be given for 
the discovery of the whereabouts or the body of 
B. H. Campbell. When lest seen he was on Oak

Ever since the Socialistic Trades’ Union with- 
drew from the Central Labor Union and formed 
the Central Labor Federation they have made 
efforts to secure a charter from the American 
Federation of Labor, but have failed. Presi- 
dent Samuel Gompers has steadily refused to

A BROOKLYN TRAVELING MAN THE 
HEAD OF TWO FAMILIES. 


His Duplicity Is Discovered by Accident, 
and Now Both Wives Will Prosecute 
Him for Bigamy—Funeral Services Over 
the Remains of August Belmont—Ex- 
Ald, Kirk’s Mysterious Suit — The 
“ World” in Its New Quarters—Miscel- 
laneous New York News. 


Nuw Lonx, Nov. 29.— [Special.] The dual 
Ute that Ernest August Hack, a Brooklyn 
traveling salesman, has been leading for more 
than a year was revealed today through an 
application to Justice Goetling by Mrs. Marie 
Hack, his second wife, for a warrant on 
charges of bigamy and assault. 

Mrs. Hack, who is tall and attractive, said 
she was a widow living in Chicago in the early 
part of 1889 when she met Hack. He repre- 
sented to her that he was single and in receipt 
of a good salary as salesman. By tne death 
of her first husband, in 1885, she was left a 
large sum of money, which she invested in 
real estate. Hack inauced her to come to 
Brooklyn to get married. Everything went 
along smoothly, Mrs. Hack never suspecting 
that her husband had another wife and chil- 
dren living only a short distance from her 
abode. After their marriage Hack was in the 
habit of leaving home to go on business trips 
into the country. 

While he was away on one of these alleged 
trips a few days ago Mrs. Hack accidentally 
discovered in one of her husband’s pockets a 
letter written in a feminine hand and signed 
Bertha Hack. The contents of the letter told 
Hack to hurry home from his out-of-town 


trip as he was the happy father of a bouncing 


girl. The letter surprised its finder, and she 
went quietly to work to locate Bertha. 

Mrs. Hack, as the result of an investigation, 
found Bertha Hack and three children. The 
latter told her visitor that she was the lawful 
wife of Ernest August Hack, and that the 
three children were hers. When the second 
Mrs. Hack asked to see the certificate of mar- 
riage she was told that Hack had destroyed it 
a few months ago, but further information 
furnished led her to call on a German clergy- 
man who had baptized two of Hack’s chil- 
dren, and then she was convinced of her hus- 
band’s deception. 

She revealed to Bertha Hack her husband’s 
second marriage and then returned home and 
looked for her marriage certificate. That, too, 
was gone.

THE SAD STORY OF WHITNEY RUPP, 


One Case Where a Gambler’s Superstitions 
Was Verified, 

Kansas City Star: It is one of the supersti- 
tions of a gambler that he must relieve dis- 
tress. Were the hand of indigence and suffer- 
ing extended a thousand times a day he would 
be compelled to load it with a sliver of his 
wealth, but it is a popular belief that vast 
losses would attend the free-hearted giver in 
case his money imp in charity was 
played against himself. Gamblers tell many 
stories in illustration of this. 

Whitey Rupp, one time —— of a pros- 
perous faro bank in Wichita, one afternoon 
was descending the stairs which led to the lair 
of his particular tiger, when a broken sport 
named Bill Chenault sought alms at his 
hands. Rupp was in a good humor, His bank 
had piled up the ingots the night before; he 
had just eaten a comfortable dinner and he 

aused long enough to give Chenault 
$50. Chenault, an inveterate gamester 
himself, ate briefly and sparingly and 
then hastened back to Rupp’s bask with 
the balance and began to play. Had the deal- 
ers known the source of his wealth the would 
have barred him. Chenault won again and 
again. He then divided his possessions among 
several of his cronies looking on. There was 
Tom Arnold, who now deals monte in El Paso; 
Sam Arnold, who was subséquently shot to 
death in Oklahoma City, and several others. 
They blithely shoved the money about Rupp’s 
layout in a way to insure the widest 
action.“ Never had such luck attended so 
diminutive a raid. Rupp was absent only an 
hour and thirty minutes. He came back to 
his rooms, and as soon as he discovered what 
was in progress, with curses and maledictions, 
stopped the play of Chenault and his coterie, 
not, however, until they had rolled their bundle 
of plunder up to the neat outlines of $2,700. 
His bad luck, invoked by the treacherous 
turning of his gifts against himself by the un- 
principled Chenault, never flagged or faltered 
in its stride until, in less than two months, 
Whitney Rupp, loser over $7,000, left Wichita, 
ruined.

EXPOSURE OF ALLEGED LAND FRAUDS. 


Dr. Ehrmann of St. Louis Makes a Confes- 
sion Involving Several Prominent Men. 
St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 29.—[Special.]—A 

startling story of an alleged gigantic steal of 

1,000,000 acres of public-schéol lands in Harris 

and Brazoria Counties, Texas, is made public 

here tonight. The exposé eccurs through the 
confession of Dr. Lewis P. Ehrmann, a well- - 
known physician, to the effect that he com- 
mitted perjury in answering interrogatories 
propounded by the Attorney-General of the 

State of Texas in a suit against the late James 

M. O'Donnell, father-in-law of Dr. Ehrmann, 

and the late A. A. Talmage, General Manager 

of the Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific railroad, 
who were charged in the suit with having 
made fraudulent locations of the land. 

His purpose in making this confession at 
this late day may be guessed at. He says it is 
to ease a troubled conscience.

COL. MORRISON WANTS TO BE PRESIDENT. 


Ambition of an Illinois Democratic States- 
man—Other Washington News. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Nov. 29.—[{Special.]— 
Col. W. R. Morrison wants to be President. 
He thinks tariff reform and Morrison should 
enter the White House arm in arm. He 
modestly admits that he takes a good deal of 
pride in the recent Democratic victory, which 
he attributes mainly to a realization by the 
people that there is a good deal of truth in 
what he began to talk years ago. Col. Mor- 
rison leaves the impression of those who talk 
with him that he looks upon Cleveland as out 
of the race in 1892. Hence the chance for the 
Democracy to take up Morrison. He thinks 
Gen. Harrison willbe renominated. He says: 
“The man in the White House can always 
have himself nominated for a second term 
if he wants it and if he has ordinary political 
sense. To be in office always gives a man a 
great pull on political conventions, although 
the advantage may not extend to the polls. 
The circumstances which enable him to win 
the convention are liable to mulitate against 
him at the election. There is no doubt in my 
mind that Mr. Harrison will be the nominee 
of the Republican party in 1892. Whether 
Harrison is to be successful again asin 1888 
depends upon whom the Democrats may nom- 
inate. Who that man may be it is ible 
to say, but one eral rule may be laid down

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To Meet the Demand for Small Notes. 

In order to meet, as far as possible, the 
present heavy demand for notes of small de- 
nominations, u. Windom has decided 
to issue the $5 and $1 Treasury notes in ex- 
change tor Treasury notes of larger denom- 
inations. Owing to the limited time allowed 
to prepare for the execution of the Silver bill 
it was found necessary at first to confine the 
issue of notes authorized by that act to notes 
of large denomination. e consequence is 
that nearly all the notes in eirculation through 
silver purchases are of the denominations of 
$100 and $1,000, principally the latter. They 
aggregate about $18,000,000. The United 
States Treasury has now on hand about $20,- 
000,000 in $1, $5, and $10 Treasury notes, and 
the Secretary has directed that they be ex- 
changed for the larger notes on presentation. 
The supply of ones and fives is, however, small, 
just at present, and the exchanges will tem- 
porarily be confined principally to tens. 

Pension Appropriation Bill. 

The Pension Appropriation bill for-the next 
fiscal year was today agreed upon by the sub- 
committee 28 it in charge, and it will be 
reported to the full committee Monday morn- 
ing, when it is hoped to conclude its consid- 
eration and have it ready for report to the 
House at the first opportunity. he bill as 
agreed upon appropriates the full amount 
estimated as necessary by the Commissioner 
of Pensions, except that the estimates for 
clerk-hire at pension agencies and for fuel 
and light are cut down approximately $100,000 
in the aggregate, so that the appropriation 
for these purposes is about $100,000 instead of 
$200,000 in excess of that for the current fiscal 
year. For the payment of pensions 3133, 173, 
085 is appropriated, and for examining sur- 
geons $1,500 000—an increase of $600,000 over 
the current fiscal year.

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LOCAL FINANCIERS CALMLY DISCUSS 
THE FINANCIAL SITUATION, 


They Affirm the Country Is Safe and chi- 


cago Is the Safest City in It—R. d. Dun 
& Co.’s Report, They Say, Should Create 
No Uneasiness—No Foundation for a Ru- 
mor About a Crisis on the Stock Ex- 
change—Expressions from Bankers. 

In well-informed circles yesterday it was 
rumored that a crisis was impending in the 
Chicago stock market that might involve 
numerous branches of the trade. The unfa- 
vorable report of the state of money and trade 
given in R. G. Dun & Co.’s report yesterday 
also created some uneasiness, and a represent- 
ative of Tas Taisune called on a number of 
leading bankers and financiers of the city to 
discover whether or not the country is safe, 
and how Chicago stands in the financial world. 

Henry F. Eames, President of the Commer- 
cial National Bank, said: “ Notwithstanding 
R. G. Dun & Co. “'s report of today that busi- 
ness has not improved during the week, and 
that the difficulty, not only in New York but 
elsewhere, of obtaining commercial loans in- 
creases, I am bound to say that nothing of the 
kind is true of Chicago. Ask any merchant in 
the city and he will tell you his sales are large 
and his collections excellent; and as to com- 
mercial loans the merehants are not even 
making the usual demand on our banks. It 
is true that New York has been sick 
and has not recovered, but Chicago has had 
no scare to recover from. The same is true 
of the country places, All of the country 
banks are well fixed, as is known by the fact 
that the note-brokers in Chicago never sold 
them so much Chicago commercial paper as 
they are selling them at present. The fact is I 
am looking for business, as good as it always is, 
to improve. I think the fact that Jay Gould 
has bought a controhmg interest in three 
great railroads, and will put an end to cutting, 
will of itself be sufficient to work a great im- 
provement in the business of the country.“ 

Have you heard anything of an impending 
crash in the Chicago Stock Exchange? 

* Not a word, nor would I credit it if I did. 
Stocks are low in Chicago, and offer the best 
chance that I know of for a profitable invest- 
ment at the present time, for they are sure to 
rally in a short time. As to any crash or panic 
in the Stock Exchange Ido not understand 
how it could happen. 

Then you have noa 
tary ic in the near future?“ 

None whatever. I do not believe in the 
necessity of panics, and I do not believe this 
country will ever see another panic, at least 
nothing like the panic of 1873. It is true the 
business of the country has outgrown the 
volume of the curfency two to one, and that 
there isa great inflation of land values and 
rai stocks. My impression 1s that land 
around Chicago is selling for double its value, 
and that a crash, confined to these speculators, 
is not far distant. But I never expect to see 
another general panic, and if one should 
come it will find Chicago in a different trim 
from what it was in 1873. At that time the 
whole city was mortgaged to outsiders. The 
Palmer ouse was then mortgaged for 
$1,250,000, but there is no mortgage on it now. 
So it is all over the cit proper; the mortgages 
have all been paid o our people are out 
of debt. I expect some more failures in the 
month of December. We always have some 
in that month. But you will find they will be 
perfectly well understood in business circles 
and have no effect whatever on business con- 
fidét.ce. I am warmly in favor of free coin- 
age; and if Congress will only give us that 
this winter you will see a marvelous state of 
prosperity here and all over the country by

We know, of course, 
some things that will unsettle confidence, but 
it is impossible to tell all the things that may 
have this effect. There is no way to watch the 
working of the minds of the 62,000,000 people 
in this country so as to know exactly how and 
when their confidence will shaken and 
what effect it will have on their actions.“ 


Nothing Like the Conditions of 1873. 


Is there any resemblance between the con- 
ditions that ushered in the pamic of 1873 and 
the conditions that now exist in this country?“ 

None at alk. They appear to be diametric- 
ally opposite. The panic of 1873 was preceded 
by extraordinary inflation of prices, not 
only of land but of merchandise. Its imme. 
diate and permanent effect for years was a 
surfeit of money. The rates of interest were 
low, and money could hardly be loaned at any 
price. At present there is, in my opinion, no 
inflation of prices, not even of land; and the 
trouble, if there is any,is in a scarcity of 
money, produced by large and permanent in- 
vestments which have not proved remunera- 
tive. 

is this any assurance that we are not ap- 
proaching another panic?“ 

None at all. But there are other and much 
better reasons for believing we are in no dan- 
ger. The science of medicine is not the only 
science that is making immense strides in our 
day. Someof the strongest and brightest 
minds the world can boast have been at work 
ever since the panic of 1873 in studying the 
mysteries of financial revulsions, and not in 
vain. The financial world is infinitely better 
prepared to cope with a loss of confidence 
than ever before. This has been illustrated in 
recent events in Europe. The way in which 
the Bank of France came to the help of the 
Bank of py mm and the Bank of England to 
the help of Baring Bros. is something entirely 
new. Twenty years ago there was no such co- 
operation between financial centers. The in- 
ference is irresistible that, owing to the growth 
of financial science and partly also to the 
growth of telegraphic communication, the 
world is learning to meet and arrest monetary 
panics. ) 

What do you think of the present condi- 
tion and outlook in this country?’’

The Murderer to Receive the Fatal Electric 
Shock Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Sine Sm, N, X., Nov. 29.—Sing Sing prison 
is barred against all outsiders today and none 
but the regular employés are admitted. 
Various schemes and devices have been 
adopted by newspaper correspondents to get 
within the walls of the prison* but they are 
vain and useless. Warden Brush concedes it 
to be his simple duty to keep out every one 
now that the day of Wood’s doom is drawing 
nears Every precaution is taken to secure the 
utmost secrecy, Every keeper is sworn to 
keep silent. It is as much as any one of their 
positions is worth to give out the slightest in- 
formation. In response to every question 
they have but one answer: I ö don’t know.“ 

Wood is being daily attended by his spiritual 
adviser.

Work by Rembrandt, Van Dyck, Rubens, 
„Gerard Dow, and Others Equally as 
Famous Pictures by Miller, Diaz, 
and Daubigny—Portrait of the Countess 
of Worcester The Sacrilegious Mon- 
key”—Numerous Beautifal Works of 
Art. 


Mr. Charles T. Yerkes is rapidly acquiring 
an important collection of old matters, as 
well as modern French and Belgian paintings. 
A large number of these, purchased last sum- 
mer in Europe, now stand in their owner’s un- 
finished gallery, where Tun Tarsune repre- 
sentative was favored with an opportunity to 
study them. The old pictures are first-class 
examples of masters of the Dutch school, Rem 
brandt, Van Dyck, Rubens, Jan Steen, Van 
Ostade, Gerard Dow, Ruysdael, and Wonwer- 
man being represented. From the last cen- 
tury there is a head by Greuze, and from later 
schools there are important pictures by Millet, 
Diaz, Daubigny, Détaille, Ziem, Vibert, Al- 
fred Stevens, Willems, Charlemonte, and 
others. 

The Rembrandt, which comes from the 
Demidoff collection, is a quarter-length of an 
aged Jewish dignitary, who wears rich robes 
and jewels. A broad black velvet cap, caught 
in front by a large ruby, rest’ on his whiten- 
ing hair. His thick gray beard falls over a 
full white shirt, and his red vest is adorned by 
richly jeweled chams. A fur-lined black 
cloak covers his shoulders and arms. The face 
is turned toward the spectator, the eyes look 
straight out of the canvas, and the features 
are of a strongly-marked Jewish type. Strong 
old age is here depicted with wonderful force 
and sympathy. The wrinkled brow, the faded, 
watery eyes, the venerable beard, the forward 
carriage of the head, all indicate a man far 
advanced along life’s highway, yet one who 
has trod it soberly, wisely, and whose age is 
therefore as a lusty winter, frosty but 
kindly.”

Angew phase of the bucket-shop business 
has sprung up in London, and has gained 
such extensive headway as to call forth a pro- 
test against it there as strong as that made by 
the Chicago Board of Trade. The London 
bucket plan has the advantage over the one 
followed in this country, in that it is not de- 
pendent for success upon a continuous string 
of quotations kept up during business hours. 
The bets are made each day on the opening 
price in the regular market of the succeeding 
morning. If the London manipulators of these 
| institutions be as sharp as their Chicago breth- 
ren have shown themselves to be the start- 
ing price must be the subject of a great 
deal of effort, and far more depend- 
ent on the character of the evening betting 
than on the news ofthe morning, which other- 
wise would determine the initial selling value. 
It is said, too, that the betting in those places 
is largely done by clerks and office boys, and 
that the result is great demoralization. The 
police are loudly called on to suppress the 
nuisance, but probably will not interfere, as 
the privilege of betting on any and everything 
that takes his fancy is one dear to the heart of 
the average Englishman. 


PARNELL MUST GO. 

Mr. Parnell sinks lower and lower. His so- 
called manifesto is a wretched subterfuge. Its 
purpose is dishonest, its revelations are dis- 
honoring to the man who makes them. If the 
Irish people further followed the leadership of 
such a man they would prove themselves un- 
worthy of self-government. He ignores the 
issue entirely and appeals not to the reason, 
nor judgment, nor patriotism, nor honor of 
his people, but to their prejudices. He 
falsely assumes at the outset that Mr. 
Gladstone’s refusal to codperate with him was 
an attack on the integrity of the Irish Parlia- 
mentary party. It is nothing of the kind. 
Mr. Gladstone’s letter to Mr. Morley will 
Bear no such interpretation. Mr. Gladstone’s 
letter will bear no other interpretation than 
that he wishes that the integrity of the Irish 
party shail be maintained under honorable 
leadership. His objection to Mr. Parnell is 
not political but personal. The events of the 
week preceding the publication of the letter 
proved that if the great English Liberal leader 
maintained an alliance with the Irish party 
under Mr. Parnell’s leadership he would lose 
the support of a powerful section of the En. 
glish Liberals—the progressive, radical non- 
conformists. The allegiance of the Welsh and 
Scotch Liberals would also be seriously 
shaken by a continuance of the Gladstone- 
Parnell compact. Mr. Gladstone acted for 
the best interest of his party, and in doing so 
he was not unmindful of the effect of his ac- 
tion on the home-rule issue. Mr. Parnell has 
not acted for the best interest of his party. 
He has acted for self alone. He is will- 
ing that the establishment of an Irish 
Parliament shall be postponed, and makes de- 
lusive promises of American aid to mitigate 
probable disappointment. . What a striking 
contrast between the patriotic position which 
Mr. Gladstone has taken on this question and 
the discreditable and disgraceful attitude of 
Mr. Parnell. The one would try to save his 


donment of the dearest hope of his heart, the 
crowning of the great effort of the evening of 
his life in behalf of Ireland. The other would 
wreck his party, defeat the endeavors of his 
country’s best friends, and postpone for years, 
it may be forever, the self-government of his 
country. 

Mr. Parnell’s methods are as iguoble as his 
selfish determination. No man of honor 
would have acted as he has done in reference 
tothe conversation with Mr. Gladstone at 
Hawarden last November. The conversation 
was strictly private. Secrecy was enjoined. 
Mr. Parnell maintained it as long as it served 
his purpose. When he thought it would serve 
his purpose to break the pledge of secrecy he 
broke it. No self-respecting English states- 
man can ever again hold conference with such 
aman. Even in this matter how does the 
conduct of Mr, 
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„until now, so far as my [his] colleagues are 
concerned, solely in my [his] possession.” 
And yet he appeals to those colleagues now 
for support at the same time that by a miser- 
able breach of private faith and public honor 
he tells the story to the whole world in order 
to cause a false issue and to excite easily 
aroused Irish prejudices. Parnell considered 
only himself. Gladstone considered his 
party and his country. 

It is not necessary here to enterintoa discus- 
sion of Mr. Gladstone's proposals as explained 
by Parnell. It will be safer to wait until Mr. 
Gladstone speaks. Mr. Parnell’s conduct in 
the affair is indefensibie and inexcusable. 
The manifesto taken as a whole is the strong- 
est argument yet presented for Mr. Parnell’s 
retirement. He has proved himself unworthy 
of confidence, an unfaithful leader. He has 
also descended to the level of the demagogue. 
He will have to go or the Irish cause is lost 
for this generation. 


UPWARD MARCH OF PRICES HAS BEGUN. 

Tur Tarsuns said long ago that the inevit- 
able effect of an increased duty on carpet 
wools would be that the manufacturers of car- 
pets, especially of the cheaper kinds, would 
charge more forthem. On the 6th of October 
the new tariff went into force, and during the 
same week it was announced at Philadelphia, 
the center of the great carpet manufacturing 
industry, that Brussels carpets, so much used 
by common folks, had gone up 10 cents a 
yard. 

As such little announcements were bound to 
have a damaging effect in the approaching 
election the carpet manufacturing firm of S. 
Sanford & Sons of Amsterdam, N. Y., one of 
whose members was a Congressman and a 
candidate for reélection, prepared and sent 
out a circular stating, among other things: 

Dear Sir: Itis being industriously circulated 
that prices of carpets have gone up B per cent 
since the passage of the McKinley bill. We desire 
to say that this statement is untrue. The con- 
sumer can purchase today the various kinds of 
carpetings manufactured by us at the prices pre- 
=— previous to the passage of the McKinley 

This may have convinced some persons that 
there was no danger of an advance in the 
price of carpets on the part of this firm at 
least. If so, they were deceived, for, the elec- 
tion being over and there being no longer any 
reason for hiding the truth, S. Sanford & 
Sons have put up the price of their goods. The 
following figures show what they charged be- 
fore the McKinley bill passed and what they

It will de noticed that this advance ranges 
from 2 to 5 cents a yard only. But the 
tapestry carpets, ot which this firm makes a 
specialty, require less than half as much car- 
pet wool as plain Brussels, and while jute, 
which has been put on the free list, is used in 
the manufacture of tapestry it is not in that 
of Brugsels, So it is evident that the San- 
fords have shoved up prices quite as much as 
they are entitled to if not a little more. 

But they are not the only ones who are in 
the business. A carpet store in Bangor, Me., 
announces: 

We would agafn call the attention of intending 
purchasers to the fact that it will not be possible 
to quote the low prices of the last season but for 
afew days longer, as we are receiving advices 
daily from the leading manufacturers of standard 
goods of a still further advance on all goods rep- 
resentedin our stock. Consumers will have to 


pay higher prices or else buy inferior qualities of 
— at the old prices. 


The election is over and no one can venture 
to say that this is a conspiracy.“ It is 
merely a plain, blunt statement of the inevit- 
able effect of raising the duty on the carpet 
wools. Here and there stores will advertise 
the same quality of goods at the old prices, 
but when they are looked at with a microscope 
it will be found they ah made of inferior 
material. For as wool is made dearer the 
consumption of shoddy mungo and wool ex- 
tract increases. 

The price of carpets responded quickly to 
the new duties because there is so much im- 
ported wool in them. But from this time on 
day by day there will be a crop of San- 
fords. Not a week will pass by without some 
manufacturer or merchant announcing that 
he must charge more because of the Reed- 
Quay-McKinley bill. What the effect of these 
reiterated pin-pricks will be on the temper of 
the consumers any one who is not a McKinley- 
ite will have no difficulty in understanding. 

As it is certain that prices are to go up, up, 


up, is the McKinley bill to be repealed this 


winter, or is it to be allowed to stand so that 
it may inflict another defeat on the Repub- 
licans next fall? Ohio, Iowa, and New York 
hold elections then. Is it the wish of Messrs. 
McKinley, Gear, and the other beaten mem- 
bers of the Committee on Ways and Means 
that those States shall be Democratic then by 
big majorities? Do they want to have all the 
company they can in their new home on the 
upper waters of Salt River? And do they 
wish the defeats of 1890 and 1891 to be fol- 
lowed by a defeat in 1892 and the destruction 
of the party? 


CHICAGO TO HAVE THIRTY-FIVE WARDS. 

The Council will probably “pass tomorrow 
night an ordinance declaring that the recently 
annexed districts of Washington Heights and 
West Roseland shall constitute the Thirty- 
fifth Ward. An election will be ordered and 
two new Aldermen will take their seats. Then 
the total number will be seventy, and conse- 
quently under the law there will have to be a 
redistricting. An act passed at the last ses- 
sion provides: 


When the number of Aldermen in any such 
city shall reach seventy, by reason of such an- 
nexed territory, the City Council shall redistrict 
said city into thirty-five new warde and no more. 


That is the largest number allowed there- 
after, no matter what the size of the city may 
be. Ifany new territory should be added 
containing 25,000 or more inhabitants there 
would have to be a redistricting, but the num- 
ber of wards would pot be increased. 

It is not likely that the Council will be in 
any hurry to undertake the job of laying out 
the new wards. Nor can it be done offhand, 
because the Census Bureau has not furnished 
yet the figures which give the number of resi- 
dents in the present wards and election pre- 
cincts, Until those are had reapportionment 
will have to be done in the dark. Besides, it 
will not be necessary to elect Aldermen on the 
new basis before April. But, on the other 
hand, if the Legislature which meets this 
winter isto reapportion the State for Con- 
gressand the Legislature it ought to know 
the new ward lines in good season. For 
wherever possible the lines of Senatorial and 
Congressional districts should coincide with 
ward lines. 

It was stated the other day that the Mayor 
was of the opinion that when the number of 
Aidermen had reached seventy the Council 
would become uawieldy, and that the best 
way to remedy it would be to ask the Legisla- 
ture to amend the city charter so as to permit 
of the election of an Upper House with a 
smaller number of members. This sugges- 
tion has been made before, and has met with 
approval on the part of those who are in favor

This is very kind on Mr. Wanamaker’s part. 
Chicagoans would be glad to see a pneumatic 
system working perfectly here in 1893 or any 
other year. They are willing to let the Federal 
Government tear up the streets or do what- 


delivery of local mail matter. But it would 
please them more if something were done for 
1891 and 1892. 

At present the postal service in Chicago is 
in bad shape, not becauie of the Postmaster 
but because of the constant and seemingly 
studied neglect of the post-office authorities at 
Washington, and also of Congress. It makes 
no difference whether Democrats or Republic- 
ans are in power. In either case Chicago, 
now the second city in the Union, gets the cold 
shoulder. The local post-offite building may 
or may not be on the point of tumbling down, 
but it is certainly in no fit condition for men 
to occupy. They cannot do good work in such 
a frosty, chilly rat-hole. The numberof car- 
riers and clerks is altogether too small, and 
has been for years. Nobody denies it, but 
somehow nobody does the square thing by the 
city. Itis expected to furnish the surplus 
revenue to support unprofitable offices, and 
not a cent of the surplus is expended where it 
is made, 

The local mail service here is wretchedly 
slow. How poor it is people have no idea, be- 
cause they have never been able to compare it 
with the same kind of work done by a private 
corporation. Rightly enough the Government 
has made a monopoly of the postal business, 
has told private individuals that they must 
keep out of it, and whenever it has caught 
them, here or in New York or Philadelphia, 
trying to run a private delivery it has sent its 
agents to warn them off. If the department 
were to keep its hands off letters could be de- 
livered in this city three times more speedily 
than now and for half the cost. 

While the Government is never as energetic 
as an individual, it ntight be much more pusb- 
ing than it is. The Postmaster-General, in- 
stead of talking about pneumatic tubes in 
1893 might furnish more carriers in 1890, The 
crying need now is of more legs, not of under- 
ground pipes. More clerks are wanted, and 
the building where they work should be put in 
better condition. Why cannot these things 
be attended to at once? 

The reduction of the postage from two cents 
to one is a taking idea undoubtedly. But 
there is no doubt the immediate result would 
be a decided drop in the revenues. Can the 
Government afford to give up that much 
money when it is leaving undone so many 
things in connection with the postal service 
that ought to be done? If the Government 
has a million or 80 of money of 
which it thinks it has no need it can find 
abundant use for it here. Congress will be in 
session this week ‘and will be considering 
soon the appropriation bills for the fiscal 
years 1891-92. Have the Chicago members 
energy enough to see that there is some 
special mention of this city in the Post-Office 
Appropriation bill? 


THE MORAL MUCK RAKE. 

One of the characters in Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s 
Progress is a man busily occupied im raking 
together a lot of sticks and straws on the floor 
and never lifting his eyes to the glories that 
were above his head. The individual may not 
be alive today, but his breed is not extinct. 
A somewhat prominent novelist was recently 
asked why it is that he always takes up the 
dark side of life in his writings. He is quoted 
as replying: ‘“ Because I have discovered no 
light side worth speaking of. I have found 
the old Adam predominate everywhere. What 
the world calls virtue is only in most cases a 
mask for vice.“ 

The man who ean voice such asentiment as this 
after a quarter of a century professedly passed 
inaclose study of human action and its motives 
may well doubt his own ability to “turn out 
an interesting story dealing with characters 
“who are rigidly and sincerely virtuous.” 
By his own confession he is not capable of ap- 
preciating them, and therefore could not be 
trusted to represent them in a way which 
would be fair or attractive. As well might 
the man who is color blind attempt to de- 
scribe the beauties of the solar spectrum, or 
the photographer essay to produce them in 
his delineations of form relieved only by a 
contrast of white with black. Such an 
artist ought not to be expected to use more of 
the white than is absolutely necessary, and 
that for the purpose of making the principal 
portion of the surface take on a darker hue. 
But that proves nothing except as to himself. 
Because he is mentally incapacitated from rec- 
ognizing in either man or woman noble mo- 
tive or unselfish effort to benefit a fellow mor- 
tal, it does not follow that such things are 
mere dreamy abstractions, or that it is denied 
to purer eyes to behold a better side to human 
nature. It proves simply a distorted or other- 
wise defective vision in the self-constituted 
observer and critic, or that he has looked 
only at one side of the object, and that the 
one in shadow.

ly and intelligently organized in associations. 


The article in question is a sketch of the „La- 


dies’ Health- Protective Association of that 
city. It was organized only six years ago. and 
yet in this brief period it has accomplished 
great good in removing public nuisances and 
promoting the general health. 

At the outset there were but eleven women 
in the association, but, undeterred by the 
smallness of their working force, they prompt- 
ly began business, selecting for their first at- 
tack the horribly filthy methods of disposing 
of manure and offal in public and private sta- 
bles, and did not rest until they had abated 
the nuisance and brought the methods into 
accordance with the conditions of health. En- 
couraged by their success they next moved 
upon the slauchter-houses, and after numer- 
ous conferences with the butchers and appeals 
to the authorities they secured the removal of 
the houses outside of the city limits and 
also such improvements in them that they 
have become model abattoirs. Leaky gas- 
houses next occupied their attention, and 
these they have remedied, and they are now 
working to secure their removal also beyond 
the city limits. They invaded alocality known 
as Little Italy,“ inhabited by a filthy colony 
of Italians who were poisoning the neighbor- 
hood, and finding it impossible to make the 

dirty wretches any cleaner they broke up the 
2 and effaced the lodgings. They have 
cleaned out the swill-milk stables and given 
the people of New York purer milk. They 
have purified the water, improved the hygienic 
condition of the schools, abated nuisances 
arising from the sewers, and their last her- 
culean task has been to improve the streets 
by securing better street-cleaning, and to re- 
move if they can the reproach which is fast- 
ened upon New York of having the filthiest 
streets in the country. This will be their 
mightiest effort, for if they succeed they must 
overcome not only the ignorance of the peo- 
ple but the indifference and incompetence of 
the Tammany officials, who know of no other 
use for streets than as agencies for boodle 
and as means for swindling taxpayers. 

Against all evils detrimental to health the 
noble women of this association have directed 
their efforts, and they have done what men 
have hitherto failed to do. Notwithstanding 
the gibes and jeers of Tammany and the rid- 
icule of the unthinking they have moved 
steadily on and their work speaks for them. 
Is there not a similarly inviting field for 
woman’s work in Chicago? Have we not 
filthy stables, stinking slaughter-houses, un- 
clean alleys, the sooty, greasy, nasty smoke 
nuisance, reeking localities inhabited by filthy 
foreigners, dirty streets, unhealthy tenements, 
and public nuisances of various kinds which | 
menace the public health, and which the 
authorities will not remove because they are 
concerned too much with political wire-pulling 
to attend to the duties which they were elected 
to perform? Where are the eleven ladies of 
Chicago who will organize themselves into a 
Health Protective Association on the lines of 
the New York society? There is an inviting 
field for their labor, and we believe*that the 
Chicago women have more energy than their 
New York sisters. Who will start the move- 
ment and shame the men? 


THE CHRISTIAN-JEWISH CONFERENCE. 

The recent Christian-Jewish Conference in 
this city was the first of its kind in this coun- 
try and undoubtedly was inspired by the best 
of motives, and yet it hardly can be said that 
its outcome was a success. None of the Jew- 
ish rabbis who attended manifested any dis- 
position to accept Christian doctrines, nor, on 
the other hand, did any of the Christian min- 
isters who attended, notwithstanding their 
somewhat remarkable concession to Jewish 
prejudices, manifest any leaning towards the 
Mosaic dispensation or towards the broader 
platform of the liberal Jews. This was what 
might have been expected, The Jews are men 
of equal intelligence and enlightenment with 
the Christians, and therefore can see no reason 
why they should give up or even modify their 
religious opinions, and certainly they are to 
be excused if they regarded the Christian 
overtures with some suspicion and deprecated 
anything that looked like missionary work to 
bring them over to the Christian way of think- 
ing. This may not have been the intention of 
the promoters of the movement, but as the 
promoters are prominently identified with 
Christian work and missionary effort, it 
looked that way, and it is not remarkable that 
Jewish rabbis and laymen suspected “the 
Greeks bearing gifts.“ 

The mistake, as it seems to us, was in hav- 
ing this conference religious or devotional in 
any sense. It would have been more hopeful 
without Christian songs and prayers, Hebraic 
psalms, or Aaronic benedictions, There is 
nothing to be gained as between Jew and 
Christian by religious proselytizing. The in- 
cisive address of Rabbi Felsenthal and the 
reasonable. suggestions of Rabbi Hirsch, com- 
ing from different standpoints, attest this, It 
might as well be abandoned. The basis of 
conference should have been purely social and, 
in the popular sense of the word, humanitar- 
ian. From this point of view a friendly re- 
lation might be established and each side 
would be the gainer, for Christians have as 
much to gain from the culture, the beautiful 
home life, and the commercial capacity of the 
Jews as the latter have to gain from associa- 
tion with the Christian, Such a movement as 
this might tend to do away with the offensive 
and illiberal distinctions which are made 
against the Jews in some parts of this country, 
and might set an example in this great Re- 
public which would have a beneficial in- 
fluence in restrainmg Semitic persecution 
and race prejudice in the Old World. It is 
humiliating that this spirit should exist at all 
in any part of the world in the nineteenth 
century, and particularly so that it should ex- 


ist even to the smallest extent in this country. 


The speediest way to remove it is not by re- 
ligious but by social and humanitarian effort, 
based upon the brotherhood of man, and once 
social and friendly relations are established 
prejudices would disappear on the one side and 
suspicion and clannishness on the other. 
There should be no separating points in re- 
ligion or between Jew and Christian. It 
should be as easy for Jew and Christian to as- 
sociate, so far as religion is concerned, as for 
Protestant and Catholic, or Unitarian and 


But their oppo- 
sition was half-hearted. Why should Irishmen 
or Irish-Americans sustain Parnell because he 
voted for royal grants? Are they so enamored 
of the numerous royal Guelphs as that?

It would be 
wise in Mr. Parnell not to have it 
revived, It recalls to © Irish-American 
memory at least that Capt. O’Shea was one of 
the negotiators of the Kilmainham treaty, and 
that Mrs. O’Shea was the Divine Althea of 
the Irish leader’s ‘‘Cage.”” From a hundred

“Black Friday” gold bubble of 1869 per- 

haps deserves a place among these financial 

cataclysms, The losses for a few weeks — 
year were as great as occurred in the sam 

length of time at any date before or —. U 

but the damage did not extend over as wide a 

period as was covered by the catastrophe of 


the other years. 

The active causes of the In were 
the reaction from the 3 of the War of 
1812 in the United States and from the twenty 
ears of strife in Europe and the expiration by 

imitation of the war tariff, which caused a 
Flut! in the American market of foreign 
goods. Mills closed and wages of labor and 
prices of commodities fell. Fe For about three 
years, or until business readjusted itself to 
the new condition, the trade depression and 
demoralization continued throughout the 
country. * 

The chief causes of the 1 of 1887 may 
be broadly outlined thus: The refusal of Con- 
gress during the Jackson Administration to 
renew the charter of the United States Bank 
which called into existence a number of 
**wildeat”’ banks and put hundreds of mill- 
ions of dollars in tace value of worthless cur- 
rency into circulation ; the insane speculation 
which this cheap money ee the call- 
ing in by the Government of the and sil- 
ver which it had deposited in the the gold banks;

The 10th of May in that year all the banks 
in New York City suspended specie pay- 
ments, and banks of nearly eve 
other city in the United States fol- 
lowed this course. The in New York 
City alone by failures exceeded $100,009,000 in 
two months. Over 300 business houses in that 

lace went down in a few weeks, while in 

n, Philadelphia, New Orleans, St. Louis, 
and other business centers, especially in Bos- 
ton and New Orleans, the damage was corre- 
spondingly great. Six States—Arkansas, — 
nois, Louisiana, n nd, Michigan 
Pennsylvania—and the Terr:tory of Florida 
suspended payments of interest, and the State 
of issippi repudiated its entire debt. This 
was the most disastrous financial convulsion 
which the United States has ever known. 
Without a dollar of National debt,“ said 
John Quincy Adams, in referring to the calam- 
ity, “ we are in the midst of National bank- 


ruptcy.”’ 

Lhe 1 mage cause of the panic of 1857 
was the failure of the Ohio Life and Trust 
company of Cincinnati, an institution whose 
credit that time stood especially high. The 
ultimate causes, however, were the excessive 
speculation in lands and railways, and general 
overprodnction in manufactured goods. Gold 
had been discovered in California eight or 
nine years earlier, which added largely to the 
country’s wealth and resources. This created 
a frenzy in speculation which, as has already 
been said, manifested itself in many direc- 
tions, and ‘at — stretehed public credit to 
the breaking point.

Commissioners and Directors Are Looking 
Around for the Best Men—President 
Palmer and Messrs. McKenzie, Gage, 
Bryan, Jelfery, Walker, Waller, Massey, 
Lindsay, and St. Clair Likely to Be Se- 

lected— Collections for Payment on Stock 

Exposition News. 


The wise-heads of the directory and the 
World’s Fair Commission have pretty well 
settled on the men who will constitute the 
Joint Board of Reference and Control of the 
World’s Fair. Neither President Palmer nor 
President Gage have indicated in any 
way whom they will appoint, but others have 
canvassed the situation and decided in a gen- 
eral way where the lightning will strike. 

Two of the commission’s eight have already 
been appointed by resolution—viz: President 
Palmer and Vice-Chairman McKenzie, and to 
offset this the Board of Directors will un- 
doubtedly by resolution make President Gage 
and Vice-President Bryan. members. That 
leaves six from the directory and six from the 
commission yet to be appointed, and to get at 
those twelve, members of the commission and 
of the directory and others conversant with 
World’s Fair matters were asked to check off 
the names of those they thought would be ap- 
pointed. 

The predictions dia not differ as much as 
might be expected. The six who tried to 
forecast local appointments agreed toa man 
on the followmg: =~ 

President Gage. 

Vice-President Bryan. 

E. T. Jeffery. 

Edwin Walker. 

Five men tried to predict who would be the 
members for the commissson’ and agreed on 
the following: 

President Palmer. 

Vice-Chairman McKenzie. 

T. M. Waller of Connecticut, 

G. W. Massey of ware. | 

William Linc Lindsay of Kentucky. 

J. W. St. Clair of West Virginia. 

That would make ten of vot the sixteen mem- 
bers of the joint board that is to practically 
control the Fair, and as its success will largely 
depend on the personnel of this board it is a 
matter of the greatest concern. The ten 
mentioned have in all the proceedings shown 
themselves to be strong but conservative men, 
and conservatism is,in the opinion of all, 
what is most needed on the Board of Refer- 
ence and Control. Hot-heads: and one-idea 
men have made most of the trouble so far. 

Who Will Be the Others? 

Opinions differed somewhat as to who 
would be among the other four from the 
directory, but five of the six who made pre- 
dictions agreed on Ferd W. Peck and Potter 
Palmer. F. S. Winstonand W. E. Strong 
were both suggested as strong probabilities 
and Mayor Cregier was considered because o 
his official position. Be D. Kerfoot and R. A. 
Waller were also suggested.

NO LIKELIHOOD OF AN ASSOCIATION 
TEAM FOR CHICAGO. 


None Can Be Put in, Under the Rules, 
Without the Consent of Mr. Spalding 
Inquest Upon the Defunct White Stock- 
ings—Result of the Ryan-Bartlett Fight 
a Surprise—Pugilist Godfrey Relegates 
Smith to the Rank of Third-Class Men.

of the association are referred to this rule for 
careful perusal, As stated above, Mr. Spalding 
has never given tha matter of an association 
club here sufficient thought to answer definitely 
about the matter. It certainly seems that the 
coming season is hardly an opportune one to 
place two clubs here. 

It will not become known until the coming sea- 
son has been well advanced whether the National 
game has been permanently hurt or not. If the 
interest has only been temporarily killed it can 
certainly be revived better with one club than 
two. The people of this country are suffering 
from a surfeit of base-ball, and it is doubtful if 
two clubs here would not make the public tire of 
the sport.

ONE ROUTE OF THE “L” ROAD. 
The Attorney's Questions Indicate That the 
Company Is Ready to Show Its Hand. 

‘The alley L' people have not made any 
public declaration of intentions as to route 
south of Thirty-ninth street. They claim that 
they are entirely occupied with the various 
condemnation suits in regard to property 
horth of Twentieth street. A hypothetical 
question which has been used by the railroad 
attorneys in the recent condemnation cases 
indicates that the company i; not entirely ob- 

\.livious to the fate of the southern part of the 
road, As the question has a semi-official bear- 
ing, it to à certain extent substantiates the 
statement made e time ago by Tux TRI 
xx in regard to che probable southern route 
of the road. 
The question as offered by the attorney was 
in regard to the measure of damages in case 
the road should be extended south from 
thirty-ninth street along the alley between 
Prairie and Calumet avenue to Sixty-third 
street and thence east on that street. The 
questions of values and damages in the cases 
being settled and decided along the line of the 
road involve some points of cause and effect. 
The immediate damage by smoke, noise, and 
the other disagreeable features of the road are 
contrasted with the immediate and remote 
enhancement of real estate values on account 
of better transportation facilities. The recent 
movements on the Manhattan elevated rail- 
road in New ‘York are interesting. Through 
the part of the city known as Harlem 
the road runs through a residence locality 
which nas no other means of transportation. 
Since the building of the road the adjacent 
property has heen built up with apartment 
uildings and residences. Property-owners 


whose holdings adjoined the various depots of 


the road brought suits against the company 
for damages. The damage suits in many 
cases went against the road and the officers of 
quietly ordered three depots to be 
abolished. The stations at One Hundred and 
Fifth and One Hundred and Twentieth streets 
are now being torn down and there will bea 
stretch of nineteen blocks in which no stop 
will be made. It is supposed that this turning 
of the tables will brmg the property-owners to 
a more reasonable — 4 of the question of 
damages, as tenants already beginning to 
leave the houses in the vieinity of the depots.

Hussars and Other. Equestrian Enthu- 
siasts to Erect a Riding-School. 
Bowes & Cruikshank have just sold for W. 


H. Russell to E. L. Brand 100 feet on Thirty- 
fifth street, near Cottage Grove avenue, for 
$20,000," Mr. Brand buys in the interest of the 
Chicago Hussars. These parties intend to 
erect a four-story building, 100x231, to bea 
combined club-house and riding-school.

INCREASED RATES OF TAXATION, 


The Bears Are Growling at Its Probable 
Effect on Real-Estate Values, 

The question of the gradual increase in 
taxes on Chicago property and its effect on 
real-estate values is attracting attention among 
brokers and investors. In fact, this gradual 
increase in carrying expenses is one of the few 
bear arguments heard in connection with Chi- 
cago rea)-estate investments. 

The increase is apparent both in assessed 
valuation of property and in the tax rate. 
The equalized valuation this year of real and 
personal property was $168,135,000, The valu- 
ation for the next year is $219,354,000. Here 
is an increase of about $51,000,000, or 30 per 
cent. The rates of taxation also show 
a marked increase, For city drain- 
age, town, county, State, an school 
taxes and park assessments the rates per $100 
are as follow: On the North Side, $7.11; on 
the West Side, $6.51, and on the South Side 
$6.34. These rates are about $1 per $100 of 
valuation higher, than the present year. Never 
before in the history of the city has the aver- 
age total tax rate been more than 86. The 
city tax rate alone is $4.357 as compared with 
the rate of $3.763 of the present year. This 
alone shows an increase of 16 per cent. 


SUBDIVISION SALES AT HARVEY. 


The Employes of the Craver, Steele & Aus- 
tin Company Purchase Over 100 Lots, 

The retail lot business in Harvey seems to 
be unaffected by a tight money market or any 
of the influences which affect Chicago prop- 
erty. Efforts are being made at present to 
locate actual employés of the various Harvey 
manufacturing interests and build houses for 
their accommodation. 

During the last month thirty-nine employés 
of one firm, the Craver, Steele & Austin com- 
pany, have made purchases in Harvey. These 
purchases aggregate over 100 lots for $60,750. 

The purchases vary in extent from $375 to 
$8,500. The three members of the tirm pur- 
chased twenty-nine lots for $19,100. 


Ascending Series of Sales. 

A Hyde Park tract of ten acres sold for 
$225,000. A tract of ten acres at the southeast 
corner of Cottage Grove avenue and Sixty- 
third street has just been sold by Snow & 
Dickinson for William Hale Thompson for 
$225,000. The transfers of this tract show 
some startling advances in values. In 1869 
James Wadsworth purchased this tract 
for $2,500. Some improvements and the 
settlement of defects in title brought the gross 

rice to $8,300. In 1872 be sold the land to 
Mr. Thompson for $25,000. He in turn sells 
it for nine times this amount. Among the 
present purchasers are John R. Towle, E. B. 
Springer, Benjamin F. Bradbury, O. P. Stod- 
dard, P. Larson, and others. The tract has 
been subdivided into eighty-seven lots which 
will by this codperative plan of purchasing 
cost the buyers from $50 to $200 a foot. The 
last sale is of importance to the surrounding 
property-owners, as streets will be opened 
through and the entire tract improved. It is 
now in practically the same condition it was 
twenty years ago. Itis within a few blocks 
of the fine improvements ef Woodlawn, and 
seems deci out of place as a horse pas- 
ture. 

The location of the tract on the cable and 
horse car lines and on the line of the alley 
L road is extremely favorable. The, cor- 
ner of Sixty-third street and Cottage Grove 
avenue will no doubt be one of the future im- 
portant South Side centers. 


A Boulevard Syndicate. 

Frank W. Smith, cashier of the Corn Ex- 
change Bank, is President of the Boulevard 
Syndicate which has just taken the twenty 
acres bounded by Madison avenue, Stony Isl- 
and avenue, Eighty-second and Eighty-third 
streets.

SLEEPING SICKNESS OF AFRICA. 


Investigation of This Mysterious and Incur- 
able Disease. 

London Medical Journal: -At the Harley 
House, London, there is a young man, a 
native of the Congo River Valley, who has 
journeyed to England for the purpose of an 
autopsy. He believes himself to be in the in- 
cipient stage of the mysterious and incurable 
disease known as the sleeping sickness, and 
he has left his wife and cnildren to place him- 
self and his body, after death, at the disposal 
of the medical men, in order that they may 
so study his case as to ascertain the cause, 
morbid changes, and means of relief of this 
comparatively unknown malady. 

The young man’s name is Mankombi and 
he is a member of the missionary church at 
the Banza Manteka station, where not fewer 
than sixty of his fellow-converts have been 
carried off by the ep sickness. His own 
sister is dying of it; she becomes almost 
maniacal at the full of the moon. His brother 
by marriage died by it at about the time of 
his departure, which was a spontaneous ac- 
tion on his part, in order that by dying ina 
foreign land he might perchance benefit his 
yet unafflicted countrymen. 

Mankombi is yet well and able to work, but 
he is smitten..with the trouble, as is shown to 
others by some little impairment of his mental 
alertness, The disease is not believed to be 
— — although several members of the 
same family may die of it. So far as the ob- 
servation of the missionaries goes no case has 
been saved from a fatal termination by treat- 
ment. The duration may extend for three 
years or it may be only twoor three weeks. 
As the disease p the patient is said to 
sleep his life away, although in severe cases 
maniacal symptoms develop. 

Great emaciation marks the chronic cases. 
““Nelavan”’ is a term used by Declat and 
some other French writers as descriptive of 
the sleep disease of Africa at some points to 
the north of the Congo, but on. the west coast, 
where it appears to be epidemic, Declat thinks 
he has found some points of resemblance be- 
tween nelavan and the chicken-cholera. Mr. 
Stanley makes no reference in his last vol- 
umes to the occurrence of the disease among 
his carriers, not a few of whom were probably 
taken from the lower Congo districts, where 
the disease is most frequent.

The main building at the corner consists of 
six stories and a mezzanine. At the intersec- 
tion of Harrison street and Fifth avenue, so as 
to split the main building, rises the great 
slender tower, ten stories high and twenty- 
eight feet square. The exact height of the 
clock tower is 2211 feet, and the gilded ball 
on the flagstaff which crowns this pillar-like 
structure looks far away to the naked eye 
from the sidewalk. Two stories from the 
7 of the tower is the great clock which 
will strike the hours upon a 5,000. pound 
bell on the next floor above.

The Gorgeous Waiting-Rooms. 


Architect Beman, who has inspected the 
railroad depots in many large European cities 
makes the assertion that the Grand Central 
waiting-room is the finest to be found in 
the world. Its huge dimensions, gorgeous 
decorations, and exclusive 3 certainly 
entitle it to first prize as a model waiting- 
room. There are six entrances—two bei 
from Fifth avenue, and having a lobby of 
solid marble. The eye meets sixteen massive 
scaglioia columns, which begin at the lobby 
and forming a grand aisle down the center of 
the waiting-room end at the double marble 
staircase, leading to the restaurant on the 
mezzanine floor. The columns are 24 feet 
high and of a yellogrish tint, having marble- 
ized shafts and gilded caps of the Corinthian 
style. The room or hall as it really is covers 
71x207 feet, and the small alcove is 43x48 feet. 
With ‘a height of 24 feet 14¢ inches from 
floor to ceiling this waiting-room cannot 
be troubled with rivals. An idea ye great

Small projections or bays are built in- 
the main building and wings between the 
arches, which, although part of the archi- 
tectural design, are on the inside receptacles 
for vaults in all the outside offices. The ele- 
gant toilet-rooms connecting with the main 
waiting-room are built with solid marble par- 
titions and wainscoting. All the corridors in 
the office part of the building are laid with 
tile floors of a rad-and-white pattern, similar 
to the floors in the Pullman Building. 

Just off the general waiting-room is another 
private waiting-room for ladies 38x30 in size. 
At the north end of the train-shed is e a 
two-story train-dispatcher’s office, where the 
elaborate system of switching and signali 
will be operated. A handsome ornamen 
iron tence,with ticket-takers’ offices finished in 
antique oak, separates the tr and platforms 
from the waiting-rooms and Carri court. 
Extending the entire six stories of the main 
building are handsome ornamental iron stair- 
cases of electro-bronze, the elevators being 
constructed in the same style. The second 
floor of the building is occupied by the gen- 
eral offices of the Chicago and Northern 
Pacific and the Wiscons ntral roads, and 
the whole fifth floor is ten by the North- 
ern Pacific Express com .

HOW ALLAN HOPES TO FLY. 


His Machine Will Bore a Hole in the Air 
and Go Up the Hole. 

Seattle Post-Intelligencer: In an up-stairs 
room in the Western House at Ballard has 
been developed within the last eight months 
what, in the opinion of men of sound judg- 
ment, will prove, if. practicable, the invention 
of the age. 

Mr. William Allan, a real-estate broker and 
a former employé of the West Coast Improve- 
ment company, has nearly completed the 
model of an aerial ship or flying machine. It 
consists of two oval or cigar-shaped bodies with 
tapering ends, the smallersuspended within the 
larger.

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ABRAHAM LINCOLN'S DAYS 


HIS PRIVATE SECRETARIES’ GREAT 
EFFORT AND SUCCESS. 


How Nicolay and Hay Have Done Their 
Work- History of the Time Rather 
than of the Man—His First Blow for 
Freedom — Traits of Character That 
Marked His Youth—Aneedotes—A Step- 
mother’s Testimony—Langhing and Mel- 
ancholy, Skepticism and Superstition. 

To call this a history of Abraham Lincoln 
would be a misnomer, and it is not so called. 
Its name, well conceived and appropriate, is 
Abraham Lincoln. A 
History.” ‘Soa treat- 
ise on political ‘econ- 
omy might be named 
Liberty. A Record 
of Progress, seeing 
that freedom and prog- 
ress have gone hand in 
hand, as did Lincoln 
with our historythrough 
its most momentous 
epoch. 

Mr. Nicolay and Mr. 
Hay have given the 
world inthis immortal 
work a clear, pictur- LIFE MASK BYMILI4,. 
esque, consecutive nar- 1865. 
rative of our life-and-death struggle with slav- 
ery. It began with Mr. Lincoln’sentry into man- 
hood and ended with his martyrdom. Away 
back in January, 1837, Lincoln (then repre- 
senting Sangamon County in the Illinois Leg- 
islature at Vandalia) struck his first blow for 
freedom. With one coadjutor (Daniel Stone, 
also of Sangamon) he made and had spread 
upon the record of the Assembly a protest 
against some pro-slavery resolutions which 
had been passed during his absence, The 
protest is far from free-soilism. It dis- 
tinctly says that the promulgation of aboli- 
tion doctrines tends rather to increase than 
to abate the evils of slavery. Yet it was a 
step in the right direction and its very mod- 
eration shows the immoderation of the pro- 
slavery majority against which it is aimed. 
In spite of this conservatism it had but two 
supporters all told in both Houses of the As- 
sembly. 


Killing of Lovejoy. 

Lovejoy was killed by the pro-slavery mob 
of Alton in the same year (1837). If his murder 
had occurred a year sooner perhaps the pro- 
test would have had more supporters and 
spoken in stronger language. The blood of 
the martyrs is the seed of the church.“ Before 
this pronunciamento Lincoln had given but 
slight promise of his future. His character 
put itself in evidence in conservative traits 
somewhat thus: 

A childish oy Mey of patridtic generosity 
prompted him give his one little fish to a 
tramping veteran of the war of 1812, merely 
because had “been always told at home 
we must be to the soldiers. This would 
be too trivial to mention but for his later re- 
lations with millions ef soldiers to whom he was 
the most indulgent of rulers. The volunteers 
loved him and love him still. Much they had 
to find fault with, blunders, cruelties, favorit- 
ism in promotions and commissions to poli- 
ticians who never saw the front, fraud and 
delay in supplies furnished by wicked con- 
tractors, etc.—in short, the seamy side of 
the tapestry of war. Their pet detestation 
was the politicians, but they never classed 
Lincoln among them. Their 24 — cry was 
“If Old Abe only knew about this he would 
knock it endways!“ And Lincoln himself? 
He loved the common soldier with a yearning 
affection that suffered with their sufferings 
and bled with their wounds. No sentence of 
even needful discipline could survive his.scru- 
tiny. He was not fitted for a commander, he 
was absolutely a gentle man. 


Wonderful Boyish Craving for Knowledge. 


Inordinate, insatiable thirst for knowledge 
marked his boyhood and youth. Family and 
surroundings of the darkest ignorance, and 

verty reaching to hunger, cold and shelter- 
ess exposure, only a single year, in all, of 
schooling, a constant dearth of books amount- 
ing to nearly complete destitution; these were 
the basis of an education that made him equal 
to all his great opportunities in war and in 
peace, in literature and ey, gy in states- 
manship and diplomacy. From the three- 
sided shack shanty ’’ to the White House he 
never found himself at a loss. 

The Bible, , Msop’s_ Fables,” “ Robinson Cru- 
soe,” The rim's Progress.“ a history of the 
Unjted States, and “ Weems’ Life of Washing- 
ton. . He knew them almost by heart. 
But his voracity for anything ted was in- 
satiable. He would sit in the twilight and read a 
dictionary as long as he could see and 
vour the Rey Statutes of Indiana as boys in 
our day do the “Three Guardsmen.” Of the 
books he did not own he took voluminous notes, 
filling his copybook with choice extracts and 
poring over them until they were fixed in his 
memory. He could not afford to waste paper 
ng his original compositions. He would sit b 
the fire at night and cover the wooden shovel 
with essays and arithmetical exercises which he 
would shave off and then begin again, 

Great physical strength came early and 
made manual labor easy to him, though he 
never loved it as he did mental effort. It gave 
him persona! prowess, too, wich he also used 
as a means to his ends, not for its own sake, 


Jem perturbable Good Humor. 


His stepmether, his benefactress—bless her 
memory, and let stepmothers be more kindly 
regarded for her sake !—said: 

Abe never gave me a cross word or look, 
and never refused, in fact or appearance, to 
do anything I asked him. His mind and 
mine—what littl I had—seemed to run to- 
gether. I had a son, John, who was raised 
with Abe. Both were . boys, but I must 
say, both now being dead. thab Abe was the 
best boy I ever saw or ex to see. 

Gentle-heartedness. It was considered an 
eccentricity that he hated and preached against 
cruelty to animals.

Yet it was tempered 
with shrewd discretion, as was shown when he 
refused the request of his half-brother, John 
Johnston, for a loa, saying (in a delightful 
letter) that John must go to work or his fam- 
ily must starve ; and, further, though he would 
not lend him $80 to keep him idle, yet if he 
would go to work he would give him, out- 
right, a dollar to match every dollar he 
(Johnson) would earn in the next six months!

HOLES IN THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA. 


A Great Trough Over Five Miles Deep Off 
the Coast of Japan. 
Some interesting information regarding the 


Call says, has just been given by Admiral 
Belknap in a paper read before the Asiatic So- 
ciety of Japan. The Admiralis a veteran in the 
study. Sixteen years ago, when he commanded 
the United States ship Tuscarora, he sur- 
veyed the bottom of the Pacific from the coast 
of California to Japan, with a view to ascer- 
taining whether it would be practicable to lay a 
submarine cable from San Franciscoto Yo- 
kohama. It was while engaged in that enter- 
prise that he discovered the deep trough 
which lies at the bottom of the ocean parallel 
with the south shore of Japan and the Aleu- 
tian chain. This trough or hollow extends at 
least from the meridian of Hakodade to the 
eastern extremity of the Aleutian chain and 
runs quite close to the land, often within 
eighty or a hundred miles of low-water mark. 
It appears to serve as the bed of the marine 
river known as the Black Stream, or Ktrosi- 
wo current, to which San Francisco is inaebted 
for her equable climate. 

Up to the time of Capt. Belknap’s discov- 
ery the greatest depth which had been sounded 
in the ocean was one of 3,875 tathoms, or 
something over four miles, which was obtained 
by the Challenger a few miles north of the 
| Viegin Islands in the North Atlantic. In the 
South Atlantic a depthof 3,284 fathoms has 
been found, and that still remains the great- 
est depth that has been sounded in the sea; 
in the South Pacific the Challenger had at that 
time found no greater depth than 2,900 fath- 
oms. The Tuscarora found in 1874, at a dis-

If it be safe to theorize on so slender an ac- 
cumulation of facts as these, it may be said 
that the deepest waters on the globe are to be 
found in the Pacific. There area few holes 
of moderate depth in the Atlantic, and a mar- 
iner’s tale ascribes considerable depths—which 
have not been verified—to parts of the In- 
dian Ocean; but the cavities in the 
earth’s surface which have been measured un- 
derlie the vastest body of water existing on the 
globe. It may also be observed that there ap- 
pears to exist a proportion between the aver- 
age height of the mountains on the shores of

jungle. To gi some idea of the 
power of these animals, one of my lions turned 
and struck me a blow on the thigh that threw me 
completely across the cage and lacerated my 
thigh in a fearful manner, cutting the flesh clear 
tothe bone. This blow would have been followed 
up by an attack from the whole group had I not 
been able to regain my feet in an instant and con- 
front them with the whip which I use as an em- 
blem of authority. On another occasion I was so 
fearfully mauled by an old lon that I was con- 
fined to my bed in a hospital in London for nearly 
six months. While traveling in Australia with 
Wilson’s circus we were encamped one Sunday in 
the town of Alburry. Being nearly worn out by 
travel, I cautioned the keepers to remain on the 
watch one ata time during the day to prevent 
uny aceident, and I repaired to the nearest hotel 
and went to bed. I had not slept more than two 
hours when I was called to hasten down to the 
menagerie and see to my lions, as they had nearly 
eaten up a man. On my arrival I learned from a 
bystander that an inquisitive native had removed 
one of the sides of the performing den while the 
keeper slept, and when amusing himself by touch- 
ing one of the largest of the lions on the nose 
with his fingers, the lion watched his opportunity, 
and when the man’s hand was inserted between 
the bars he caught it and drew its owner clear up 
against the bars, the width of his shoulder only 
preventing his beingdrawn intothe cage. At this 
moment another lion seized the unfortunate fel- 
low's arm near the shoulder and literally 
chewed it off. The man had fainted from 
the loss of blood and fallen near the «ge. I im- 
mediately strapped: him up in the best manner I 
possibly could to stop the bleeding, summoned a 
carriage, and we succeeded in getting the poor 
fellow to the hospital. As soon as he was cared 
for I hastened back to the show grounds, entered 
the cage, and collected some of the bones of the 
arm and a fragment of the sleeve, but could not 
compel the old lion to relinquish the hand. I 
sent such fragments as I could collect to the hos- 
pital to be buried with the unfortunate victim, 
but, to our great astonishment, the man recov- 
ered and in a few weeks followed the company to 
South Australia, where the management was com- 
| pelled to pay him £300 for the loss of his arm, 
although he admitted in open’ court that it was 
j entirely due to his gwn carelessness.

Leite these instances to illustrate the strength 
ot a full- grown lion, and think that they go far 
towards proving that lions cannot be handled 
like dogs, and that, no matter how thorotghly 
they may be trained and how carefully they may 
be held in subjection, they are at all times dan- 
gerous and liable tosturn upon their kegpers or 
trainer at any moment when they may consider 
unprepared for the attack. Thé great dan- 
gerin handling a troupe of lions lies in the un- 
guarded moments when the trainer is compelled 
to give his attention to the arrangement of prop-

The creation of a department of fine arts, with 
a Commissioneror a Cabinet officer at the head of 
it, would probably be futile unless sucht an officer 
were taken entirely out of politics and bestowed 
solely with reference to the candidate's learning, 
* judgment, and executive ability in matters 
of art, 

A National gallery of art, with its schools and 
other dependencies, necessarily exerts a vast 
esthetic influence. If the institution is intelli- 
gently manged. if the best artistic talent in the 
country is enlisted in its service, this influence 
becomes a force for good. But no encouragement 
of art is better than unintelligent encouragement. 
This Government has not yet coped successfully 
with artistic problems. Its recent public build- 
ings are far in the rearof the present onward 
movement of American architecture; its pur- 
chascs of statues and pictures to adorn the Capi- 
tal are rarely fortunate. Its entire system of 
dealing with such matters needs to be remodeled 
from the beginning before it decides to endow and 
support a National gallery of art. Such a change 
will require a great deal of public education on 
the subject, and doubtless the Senator is right in 
thinking that it is time to begin the educational 
process. 3

The Christmas number of Harper’s Maga- 
zine is a feast for the eyes. They are cheered first 
by Church’s design for the cover, which is full of 
delightful conceits emblematic of the festal 
season, executed with graceful, jovial abandon. 
The opening article contains ten drawings by Ed- 
win A. Abbey illustrating As You Like It,” 
drawings so exquisite in conception and work- 
manship and reproduced with so much care that 
the most prosaic nature can scarcely escape from 
the charm ot them. In the Forest of Arden Mr. 
Abbey is at home. He wanders singing in this 
land of an easeful liberty.“ enjoys the life 
natural which has never existed in nature, where 
there is neither war nor toil, but endless security 
and peace beneath the sky and the trees.“ 

His first lyric is a song of weariness, and noth- 
ing could be more perfect than every line of it. 
The three tired figures seated on the fallen tree 
all have fagged muscles, and Rosalind's at- 
titude is exquisitely feminine in spite of her 
doublet and hose. Mr. Abbey’s characterizations 
of the heroes of song and story are always as 
original as if he were the first to study them. And 
of all the countless painters and draughtsmen 
who have dared to embody the idyllic people in 
Shakspeare’s comedies who can be mentioned in 
the same breath with him? 

Abbey’s Rosalind is scarcely as vivid as some of 
the other characters. He tries to s 
sylvan creature, free and graceful @s a fawn, a 
type not delicately feminine, lending itself easily 
to boys’ apparel. . His Touchstone is so perfect a 
realization of humorous shrewdness, and his 
Jacques of pliilosophizing subtlety, that they 
must stand in one’s imagination as the final em- 
bodiments of these characters. His William and 
Audrey are not less happy. and Orlando scarcely 
less. The drawing on page.7is a masterly piece 
of composition, full of dramatic fire, and exprese- 
ing all details of texture. values, perspective with 
that exquisite fidelity and simplicity of which 
Abbey alone is capable in black and white. It is 
a bright jewel in this country’s crown that she has 
produced this master and given him an opport u- 
nity for the free expression of his genius. 

Other features of this Christmas number are 
full of artistic interest, especially two or three of 
the admirable wood engravings which illustrate 
Theodore Child's article. This writer, by the 
way, has dealt Whistler a cruel blow in talking of 
the latter’s famous “ peacock r as though it 
were a mere incident in A Pre-Raphaelite Man- 
sion.“ Whistler’s opinion of the pre-Raphaelites 
he once expressed to Rossetti—when the painter- 
poet showed him his latest picture and read him 
a sonnet about it—by suggesting that Rossetti 
“take the picture out of the frame and put the 
poem in.”

The Senator Talks of His Career on the 


Turf—How He First Took to Racing 
and Seme of His Theories Regarding 
the Care of Good Horses Horses Should 

Nover Re Worked Until They Are Ex- 

hausted. 

New York Tines: Senator Leland Stan- 

ford of California was sitting in the lobby of 
the Windsor Hotel one day last week talking 
on the subject of horses. He was en ’ 
as he always is when taiking horse, and he 
was telling of his successes both with trotters 
and runners. The wonderful filly Sunol had 
been a disappointment to him as a 4-year-old, 
but he had hopes that she would come around 
all right again now that she had been taken 
back to California. The Senator is a thor- 
ough believer in the “ glorious climate of 
California ' as a producer of horses as well 
as men and vegetables. 
He was also interested in the welfare of that 
fast sprinter Racine, the first horse to break 
the long-standing mile record of the famous 
Ten Broeck, and in the career of the beautiful 
and high class Gorgo. Both of these horses 
are the property of Senator Stanford, al- 
though they have been trained in the stables 
and run in the colors of. other men. 

„Did you ever hear how I became interest- 
ed in horses? suddenly asked the Senator. 
No? Well, ’litell you. It was several years 
ago, and I had been working v —s0 
hard, in fact, that my ph ian unless I 
took a rest I would b down altogether. 
My busin interests were so great and so 
pressing at the time that I could not think of 
following this advice. , 

4 told my physician that a rest from busi- 
ness was im ible, and that he must 
scribe something else. He ht awhile 


sessed that I bought another and a better 
horse. I drove these and watehed them 
carefully. I soon found myself trying to 
develop them into something better than 
they were, I succeeded so well that I 
bought others and developed them. Almost 
before I realized I had got toyether a fair 
stable and was deeply interested in the de- 
velopment of the horse. It was but a quick 
and natural step to breeding, and Im it 
with enthusiasm. 7 a 
In the old days, when we washed gold in 
the mines, there was a certainsort of dust 
that could not be 3 7 from the sand ex- 
cept with the use of a magnet. We used to 
put the magnet in the dirt and the gold would 
stick to it. In my leisure moments from min- 
ing I was wont to amuse myself by experi- 
menting with my et. It was the common 
horseshoe kind, and I would dip it into a heap 
of iron tacks and keep adding to its burden 
until the limit of its strength was reached. 
Then I would strip away the tacks and load 
up the magnet again. I repeated this again 
and again until I found that power of the 
magnet was seriously impaired. I succeeded 
in reducing that power to one-third of what 
it was originally, and I think that I could 
have destroyed it altogether by simply over- 
taxing it, although 1 never experimented that 


far. 

‘* When I became interested in the develop- 
ment of the horse I recalled those idle mo- 
ments with the magnet, and I reasoned that 
the power of a horse could be T2 just 
as readily by overtaxing as that of mag- 
net. At that time it was the custom in train- 
ing to tax their endurance to the ut- 
mosz. They were given miles of joggmg and 
were wo until they were exhausted. This 
seem me to pa | wrong. It was just 
what I had done with my old magnet, ami I 
was convinced that it left the horse with im- 
paired strength and endurance each time it 
was done. The more I thought about the 
matter the more I became convinced that the 
proper way todevelop a horse was to keep 
every effort demanded of him well within his 
powers. He should not be worked until he is 
exhausted, but he should be trai make 
one supreme effort When, his are at 
their best. ' : 

applied this theory, and I have not only 
had remarkable success myself, but I have 
lived to see the whol¢ system of training trot- 
ting horses revolutiönized. There was a time 
when a trotter was supposed to be immature 
until he was 9 or 10 years old. Now we have3 
and 4 year olds trotting close down’ to record 
time and even yearlings are trained. Per- 
sonally I am not a little proud of holding the 
2, 3, and 4 year old records, and I attribute 
that success entirely to the s of traini 
suggested to me by the mining magnet an 
inaugurated by me as a relief m business 
cares. 

From developing the horse by traming it 
was but another step to develop him by feed- 
ing, and my interest in the horse and my love 
for him became so great\that I was impelled 
to add breeding to training.

NEW BETHEL A. M. E. CHURCH. 


The Colored Population Will Soon Have 
/ Another Place of Worship. 

The colored race in the past has been in- 
tensely religious. For forty years the colored 
people of Chicago have maintained their sep- 
arate church organizations. The colored 
population is increasing and the demand for 
better churches ‘and greater facilities for sys- 
tematic religious work has forced the older 
churches to sell and seek better locations and 
build better churches. 

Bethel Church is the pioneer in this move- 
ment. The church was organized by Bishop 
Quinn in 1862. Those interested met in a car- 
penter shop on Grizzle street, near Jackson 
street. y afterwatd occupied a small 
frame church which stood on Monroe street, 
between La Salle and Clark streets. Their 
next meeting place was Whitcosky’s 
Hall, which stood on the cor- 
ner of Monroe and Clark streets. 
first pastor was the Rev. Mr. McIntosh. 
During the war when the eolored people from 
the South came to Chicago in great numbers 
many of them joined Bethel Church and built 
up a strong congregation. They purchased 
lots on Third avenue near Taylor street, and 
erected aframe house which they occupied 
until 1872, when the second fire swept it away. 
They rebuilt a basement which they 
occupied for many years. In 1886 the Rev. 
W. G. Reed was pastor. He lengthened the 
foyndation and ddded on the auditorium. 
This involved the ¢ongregation in debt to the 
The centering of railroad. 
interests in that vicinity forced the colored 
residents to move south. The late Rev. Will- 
iam C. Trevan then organized the St. Paul's 
Mission in the old frame church on Dear- 
born street, between Twenty-ninth and 
Thirtieth streets. Here they built up a strong 
congregation, and one of the largest Sunday- 
schools in the city. About a year ago the Rev. 
George W. Gaines was appointed pastor of 
Bethel. The property on Third avenue was 
sold for $41,000 and debts amounting to $10,000 
were paid. A new site 58.10x110 feet on the 
northeast corner of Dearborn and Thirtieth 
streets was purchased for „500. A new 
church has been built on the#site. The roof 
has just been finished. When completed the 
building will have a Sunday-school room with
